This office action is in response to the amendment filed 4/17/06.

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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Recitation of "Having 
patently distinguished and described my invention in the manner required to secure by Letters of 
Patent of the United States and what I claim is:" should be deleted from the body of claim 1 . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Amended claim 1 recites "A vessel or container constructed of metallic alloy such as aluminum, 
plastic, or other polymeric compound for the purpose of water drainage from the ice gathering 
device whereby the rear portion of the vessel is comprised of lateral extension of the entire 
device and functions as handgrip or handle which is fixed perpendicularly and connected to the 
rear portion of the rear the main body of the vessel, thereby being a semi-convex and elongated 
shaped container whereby the top or uppermost portion of the main body of the container or 
scoop exhibiting definite width, parallel sides and equal height while diminishing in height from 
rear of semi-convex portion of scoop to the forward or front end of the device forming an open 
ended semi-cylindrical vessel having tapering slightly inward toward the center of the base or 
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bottom portion of the vessel or scoop; whereby the base of the vessel or scoop containing a fixed 
number of small tapered perforations such as drilled holes or cast-in holes placed equidistant and 
parallel from the center of the base or bottom of the holding vessel or scoop thereby penetrating 
the interior of the scoop through to the exterior and underside of scoop portion of the vessel " 
Above recitations that were underlined were not found in the original specification. It appears 
that applicant is attempting to describe the drawings #1 and #2 to claim a vessel. However, 
above recitation were not found in the original specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Regarding claim 1, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). Claim 1 is indefinite for failing to particularly point out whether it is 
claiming a vessel, container or scoop. Recitations of "the entire device" on line 4, "the rear the 
main body" on line 5, "the device" on line 9, "the holding vessel" on line 14 lack antecedent 
basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Holder (US Pat. 
No. 3,976,564). Holder teaches a vessel, container or a scoop (4) made of metallic or non- 
metallic material having a laterally extended handle (6) at the rear portion of the vessel (4) with 
diminishing height from the rear to the front end of the vessel (4) and forming an open ended 
semi-cylindrical vessel having tapering slightly inward toward the center of the bottom portion 
of the vessel (4) wherein the vessel (4) has small tapered holes (5) placed equidistant and parallel 
from the center of the bottom of the vessel (4) (see figures 1-2; col. 3, line 24 - col. 4, line 18; 
col. 4, line 45 - col. 4, line 1). Claim 1 essentially differs from the vessel of Holder in reciting a 
rear portion of the vessel being semi-convex. It would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to modify the rear portion of the vessel of Holder to be semi-convex, since applicant has 
not disclosed that semi-convex shaped rear portion of the vessel solves any stated problem or is 
for any particular purpose and it appears that the invention would perform equally well with any 
other shape of rear portion of the vessel. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
